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LETTER TO CITIZENS 
To the Citizens of Freeport: 


I am glad to advise you that we have had a very successful 
year financially and the net unexpended balance for the year’s 
operation is $6,393.70. This amount is reflected almost en- 
tirely from unappropriated funds, such as car excise taxes; 
supplemental taxes, etc. 


The 1953 tax collections showed 90% plus at the time the 
books closed and we have collected approximately 4% since 
their closing. 


A problem which confronts us at this time is that the 
State of Maine is working on a re-classification of all roads 
throughout the state. At the present time the state maintains 
all State and State-Aid roads, without any cost to the munici- 
palities. We are given to understand that the State will, in 
the near future start the re-classification and turn back to 
the towns the maintenance of some of these roads and I 
understand this,includes U.S. business Route 1, running 
through Freeport village. If it materializes, doubtless our 
Main Street would become Route 88. The law, in effect for 
some years, gives the Highway Commission the authority to 
re-classify any highway in the state. 


Our highway construction and repair program has been 
continued the past year and the results are very gratifying. 
The coming year we plan to complete the lower Flying Point 
road to the True farm, build the section of Pleasant Hill 
road near the Brunswick line and construction to be con- 
tinued on the Hunter road, Old County road, Staples Point 
road and Pine Street. These are some of the projects which 
will receive attention.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE FREEPORT SCHOOL DENTAL CLINIC—1953 


This year the Freeport School Dental Clinic, under the 
auspices of the Freeport Health Council, examined fifty-four 
school children and 135 teeth were filled. 


Dr. Harvey Desjardins of Lewiston was the dentist this 
year for the clinic and devoted six mornings at the Woman’s 
Club Rooms for this work. 


One child was taken to Dr. Raymond Lebel of Portland 
for extraction of three teeth. 


A total of $146.82 was expended for the work of the clinic. 
Dr. Desjardins’ fee was $120 and Dr. Lebel’s fee was $6; 
supplies were purchased for the clinic from the Geo. C. Frye 
Company for $14.57, and Dr. Desjardins furnished some sup- 
plies to the clinic, at cost, for $6.25. 


At present, money appropriated for the dental clinics is 
being spread over a great number of children. Experience 
has shown that if dental clinics can be held regularly, less 
and less work is needed as the children progress through the 
grades. As beneficial as the work they have done is the pres- 
entation to the school children of the importance of proper 
dental care. 


Those associated with the school dental clinic this year feel 
that certainly a step has been made in the right direction.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
1953 
- FREEPORT 


Public Health Nursing is concerned with securing and 
maintaining better health for all members of the community. 
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Whatever is done to assure physical and mental health dur- 
ing maternity, infancy, childhood and youth, will effect the 
heath of the adult population. One of the ways to obtain this 
goal is through home visiting which is the basic function of 
your Public Health Nurse. Through this service, she visits 
families in their homes to maintain good health, to assist them 
in solving their health problems and to make known available 
resources for meeting their needs. During the past year your 
Public Health Nurse has given nursing supervision to seven 
expectant mothers, 20 infants and 45 pre-school children in 
their homes and at the Child Health Conferences. 


The Health Council sponsored six Child Health Confer- 
ences this year. Your Public Health Nurse participates in this 
program by assisting the attending physician and having con- 
ferences with the mothers. Home visits are made whenever 
necessary to help with the recommendations made at the 
conferences. 


The attendance during the past five years has varied; this 
year the attendance was 88. Eight conferences were held last 
year with an attendance of 111. Only six conferences were 
held this year because of the small attendance at the end of 
the summer months. This may be due to the fact that more. 
families are realizing the importance of medical supervision 
and are taking their children to their family physician. 


The Health Council has been active in community health 
activities. Six regular meetings were held during the year. 
Your Public Health Nurse attends these meetings and is avail- 
albe to assist the Health Council in program planning. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to express her apprecia- 
tion to the Health Council and all individuals who have as- 
sisted with the Public Health Nursing Program.

Dear Mr. Shute: 


As it is near the time when you will be preparing your 
1953 report to the town, we are submitting a brief statement 
regarding the status of White Pine Blister Rust control work 
in Freeport. 


All trees are subject to attack by insects and diseases. The 
most deadly disease of white pine is blister rust. The fungus 
causing white pine blister rust is known scientifically as Cro- 
nartium Ribicola. It came into the Northeastern States 
around 1900 on nursery stock imported from Europe. Besides 
infecting white pines, the fungus also infects currant and 
gooseberry bushes, which are called ribes. By means of tiny 
wind-borne spores, the disease spreads from pine to ribes, 
from ribes to ribes, and from ribes to pines. The fungus can- 
not spread from one pine tree to another. Blister rust can be 
controlled by simply removing the ribes growing near the 
pines. Without these bushes, the disease cannot spread. 


It has been established that during the past 30 years blister 
rust has caused losses of nearly 634 billion board-feet of white 
pine timber with a lumber value of more than 180 million 
dollars. White pines of equal value have been saved as a re- 
sult of protective work. This important work of protecting 
and preserving the white pine forests is carried on coopera- 
tively by Federal, State and local agencies. 


Records show that Freeport still has about 3,600 acres 
where white pines are present in sufficient numbers to war- 
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rant inclusion in the blister rust control area. Most of this 
acreage includes seedlings and sapling pines which are espe- 
cially subject to serious damage by the disease. Since the 
control program started, over 477,500 ribes have been de- 
stroyed on more than 12,200 acres. Thousands of white pines 
have been saved. With such an extensive area already pro- 
tected, the future of white pine in Freeport is assured as far 
as blister rust is concerned, provided the re-working program 
is continued as needed. 


Freeport made $300.00 available to help control the blister 
rust in 1953 and during the season, 1,576 acres were examined 
from which 8,354 ribes were removed at a cost of $601.37. 
(Town of Freeport, $292.83; State, $145.41; and Federal 

Government, $150.15) 


We are glad to report that adequate protection has been 
given to about 8,000 acres to establish complete control of 
the disease until the present crop of white pine is logged or 
otherwise disturbed. Additional work will be necessary on 
about 4,000 acres now under partial control. This work is 
scheduled for 1954. State and/or Federal funds will again be 
used to supplement local funds which may be made available 
to complete the program during 1954.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I submit herewith my third annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools of Freeport. 


During the past year the following changes in teacher as- 
signments have taken place: 


~HIGH SCHOOL: Mr. Thomas Fahey, Mrs. Madeline 
Stevenson, and Mr. John Belitsos assumed duties on the high 
school faculty in September. Later in the year Mr. Francis 
Perry became principal of the school and Mrs. Ruth Fun- 
denburg was hired to take his place as an instructor. 


MORSE ST. SCHOOL: Mr. Dana Stevenson was en- 
gaged as principal of this school and Mrs. Harriet Winn be- 
came assistant principal. Miss Marilyn Gerry and Mr. Har- 
old Hanson were hired to teach Grade Seven. Miss Elizabeth 
Carr was transferred to Grade Six. Miss Doris Howard was 
hired=as a teacher of Grade Five. Mrs. Mildred Blackstone 
was transferred from South Freeport to the Morse St. School. 


SOUTH FREEPORT: Mrs. Ruth Garfield replaced Mrs. 


- Blackstone at the South Freeport primary school. 


Miss Maxine Webber replaced Mrs. Marion S. Winchell 


as supervisor of music in all schools. 


Aside from the above changes, teacher assignments remain 
the same as last year. A list of all assignments appears else- 
where in this report. 


Many changes in class placement have also been accomp- 


lished. 


In accordance with the vote of the last annual meeting, 
six new classrooms have been built as a second story to the 
Morse Street building and now house grades six and seven.

The first floor of this building is occupied by grades three, 
four, and five. 


Because of the overcrowded condition of the schools and 
the necessity for sub-primary pupils to attend school all day 
due to conveyance problems, the School Committee voted to 
discontinue sub-primary classes since they are not required 
by law. This action made it possible to accommodate all vil- 
lage pupils in grades one and two at the Grove Street School. 


The overcrowded conditions at South Freeport were some- 
what lessened by the transfer of grade five to the Morse 
Street School. This, together with the discontinuance of sub- 
primary, makes it possible to reduce the teacher load to two 
grades instead of three as in former years. 


The Litchfield School now houses grades one through five 
in that section of town. 


The high school building is now occupied by grades eight 
through twelve. By transferring grades six and seven from 
this building it has been possible to more adequately care for 
the needs of the high school and to discontinue use of two 
rooms which were not suitable for classroom use. One of 
these rooms has been made into a principal’s office, and the 
other has been converted to a lunchroom for the pupils in 
this building. 


The results of the above changes have been most satisfac- 
tory because the average pupil load in all classes has been 
reduced, thereby increasing teaching efficiency. 


REPAIRS:

1. ‘The exterior trim and window areas of the gymnasium 
were painted. 
2. The gymnasium floor was refinished. 
3. ‘Two rooms were equipped ‘with modern fluorescent 
lights. 
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Three rooms were redecorated. 

All corridor floors were stripped and refinished. 

The main stairwells were redecorated. 

Much essential re-wiring was accomplished. 

The stairway leading from the main building to the 
gymnasium was enclosed, making it possible to sepa- 
rate the two buildings.

1. The outside of the Grove Street building was repainted. 
One room at Grove St. was redecorated. 
_3. The toilets at South Freeport were relocated, one be- 
ing brought up to the ground floor. 
4. All of the downstairs floors at the Morse Street School 
were stripped, treated with tile preserver, and waxed. 


Various minor repairs, in addition to the above, were done 
in all buildings. 


I wish to express to the Parent-Teachers Association the 
appreciation of all school personnel for their efforts in finish- 
ing the front of the gymnasium stage. I hope that it may be 
possible in the near future to complete the stage thereby mak- 
ing it available for school and community functions requiring 
such facilities. 


Your committee has carefully prepared the proposed bud- 
get for the coming year. The increase over last year is due 
almost entirely to increases in salaries to which we are com- 
mitted under the adopted salary schedule. If we are to com- 
pete with surrounding towns for the services of competent 
teachers we must at least keep salaries up to this schedule. 


The addition of the six rooms at Morse Street has necessi- 
tated proportionate increases in insurance and operation 
costs. 


Concluding this report you will find reports of other school 
personnel, statistical data, the proposed budget for next year, 
and a detailed account of all expenditures for the past year. 
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I wish at this time to express my appreciation and thanks 
to the School Committee, teachers, other town officials, par- 
ents, and the citizens of Freeport for their excellent coopera- 
tion in dispatching school problems.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Freeport: 


Freeport High School began its schedule as usual, in Sep- 
tember 1953. The school is fortunate in having two new 
teachers, Mr. Thomas Fahey and Mrs. Dana Stevenson. The 
former is a mathematics and science teacher, and the latter, 
English. Mrs. George Fundenberg joined the faculty in Janu- 
ary 1954. She assumed three courses in mathematics, one 
in biology, and one in English. The teaching load is now 
quite evenly distributed. 


Many new improvements were made during the summer 
of 1953. The school certainly did have a “new look” to the 
returning students. New fluorescent lights were installed in 
the library and the science room. The corridor floors were 
stripped down to bare wood and treated to show natural 
finish. 


At Christmas time the seventh grade left the building en- 
larging the serviceable space of the High School. 


The office of Principal was moved to a more spacious lo- 
cation. A new combination desk-counter was built for the 
new Office, thus giving much storage space for every-day 
supplies. The old office is used as a conference room and 
will be used as a book-storage room during the summer. 

An available space in the lower part of the High School 
was pressed into use for a cafeteria. Twelve new tables were 
built for this program. 


The gymnasium stage front is all finished, except for the 
curtain. This fine piece of work for the school was accomp- 
lished because of the ambition of the P.T.A. president, Arthur 
Leavitt. He certainly is getting things done for our school 
department. Mr. Leavitt said the level of the athletic field 
would be raised before too long. This will mean a smooth, 
level field extending as far as the Morse Street School on the 
North and somewhat wider on the West, than it is at pres-— 
ent.

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Although many improvements have been made in Free- 
port High, there are still needed or suggested ones. They are 
as follows: 


1) Curtains for gymnasium stage to make it nearly 100% 
useful for all school and local organizations. 


2) New footlights to make the stage lighting complete. 


3) One rotating multi-color spotlight in each corner of the 
gymnasium for purposes of lighting dance floor more 
effectively. 


4) Utilization of the space under the gymnasium stage as 
locker rooms with all modern conveniences. All of the 
necessary excavating could be done by students thus 
cutting the cost greatly. This would leave room in the 
school itself for any expansion up to, perhaps, two 
rooms. 


~9) Enlarge the present cafeteria by removing two short 
partitions. The cafeteria will hold eighty students at 
present. Nearly seventy-five eat there daily. When the 
next eighth grade, which is considerably larger than the 
present one, comes into the High School building in the 
fall of 1954, we shall need more seating space than is 
now available. Although the cafeteria is not suitable 
for a home room, it could be used as a class room, if 
necessary. 


6) Fluorescent lighting in all rooms not having same now. 


The Freeport Schools’ Band has grown from thirty mem- 
bers to about eighty-three members. Nearly everyone owns 
the instrument he plays. 


There is a standard program set up for the purpose of 
training band members. Nearly every member of the band 
is in this training program. The instructors are: Ernest 
George (trumpet), Ernest Harting (saxophone and clarinet), 
Harvey Hartleb (saxophone and clarinet), Cecil Fullertan 
(trombone), Maxine Webber (violin), Gordon Haskell 
(bass). 
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The only requirement for joining the band is the ability to 
play a part satisfactorily. 


I would like to thank the teachers of Frepeort High School, 
the School Committee, the students and parents who have 
been so cooperative during the first half of the 1953-54 school 
year.

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HOME ECONOMICS REPORT 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and citizens of 
Freeport: 


Home Economics is concerned with the everyday living of 
people, the food they eat, the clothes they wear, and the 
home in which they live. This is especially important at the 
secondary school level, partly because for many students it is 
the last period of formal schooling, but more important these 
students are beginning to think seriously about their future 
home and families. 7 


The Freeport Home Economics Department has been im- 
proved considerably by the installment of two sinks, one elec- 
tric stove, two chrome dinette sets, an electric mixer, and 
white metal cabinets. This equipment enables each group 
of four girls to prepare meals together in a “family kitchen”. 


~ Also, the purchase of an electric sewing machine will en- 
able the department to offer a more concise clothing con- 
struction course. 


It has been one of the chief goals this year to provide more 
opportunities for the citizens to see how the funds that they 
have appropriated during the last several years are at work 
in their school. 


This year a few of the chief events presented at public 
groups have been a Style Revue and a Cake Baking Contest 
to the Parent Teachers’ Organization, programs for local 
clubs, and dinners to school groups. The students plan to 
climax the year’s events with a Mother-Daughter Banquet. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the school 
committee, superintendent of schools, and citizens of Freeport 
for the fine cooperation and assistance that I have received 
throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE 
INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT 


To the Superintendent, School Committee and Citizens: 


I would like to extend an invitation to visit the Industrial 
Arts Department of Freeport High School and get acquainted 
with our program. Space does not permit a discussion here 
of our aims and objectives which are lengthy and detailed, but 
I do wish to take this opportunity to give you a summary of 
the changes and improvements made during 1953 in the 
physical aspects of the shop and the Industrial Arts curricu- 
lum. 


The most noticeable change in the shop during the past 
year was the three coats of paint applied to the previously 
-unpainted brick and concrete walls. This was done as a shop 
project with many of the boys participating. Other major 
improvements included the completion of a storage bench for 
metals, a portable stand for a power hack saw, a bulletin 
board, an attendance board, tool panels for machine shop 
and leatherworking equipment, a cabinet for a metal lathe, 
a wood lathe cabinet, and the painting of much of the equip- 
ment and benches. 


Some of the improvements in other parts of the school by 
our department during the past year included the refinishing 
of 40 desks in the science room with a lacquer finish, con- 
struction and installation of brackets and climbing ropes for 
the physical education department, the construction and in- 
stallation of guards for the public address system speakers in 
the gymnasium, and storage facilities for the public address 
system equipment. 


New equipment obtained for the department this past year 
included the following items: 


1. Metal turning lathe and accessories 

2. Spray equipment for paint and lacquer 
3. Additional leatherworking tools 

4. ‘Transportation tools and equipment 


. 
‘ 
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It was possible to broaden and improve the curriculum 
with the addition of this new equipment. Advanced leather 
work is now offered to those interested. Machine shop prac- 
tice is now required in the 10th grade and offered in the 11th 
and 12th grades as an elective. Plans have also been made 
to extend elementary machine shop experiences as an elective 
to students who have completed the 9th grade course of study. 


Other curricular improvements include instruction in arts 
and crafts on an avocational basis. This had to be limited to 
girls and boys of grades 11 and 12 as more than eighty stu- 
dents registered for this activity. The Home Economics 
teacher, Mrs. Claire Vining, is assisting with the instruction 
of the more than thirty students enrolled. 


A course in basic shop mathematics and blueprint reading 
is now being taught by the mathematics department in con- 
junction with the advanced shop courses. 


Adult evening courses in woodworking and leatherwork- 
ing were initiated during 1953 at the request of a number of 
citizens. A six-week course was offered in the spring with 
fourteen adults participating. In response to the favorable 
comments from this group another course of twelve weeks’ 
duration was offered in November with fifteen adults regis- 
tering for the course. A registration fee was necessary in 
addition to the cost of materials used during the course as 
no money was provided for this unforseen activity. State 
funds are available for adult industrial arts courses with the 
stipulations that they be State approved and that the money 
first be raised and expended by the town for that purpose. 
From one-half to two-thirds of the money expended by the 
-town for instruction is reimbursable under this law. 


Practical experiences in industrial relations were realized 
through a student-operated management-labor organization. 
A contract was drawn up using collective bargaining proce- 
dures. A great deal of interest and enthusiasm has been de- 
veloped through this project. 
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The major objective for this year is the construction and 
organization of the transportation area. Some of the out- 
standing problems in this project are as follows: 


Installation of equipment on panels. 

Sink facilities for large classes. 

. Construction and organization of storage facilities. 
. Construction of suitable benches. 

. Project storage facilities. 


. Outside garage doors.

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FREEPORT CENTRALIZED 
SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


To the Citizens of Freeport, Maine, your Superintending 
School Committee, and your Superintendent, Mr. Hamil- 
ton B. Grant: 


The close of this year will mark the completion of my fifth 
year as supervisor of your school lunch program. I wish to 
express my sincere thanks to all who have helped to make 
our program workable. Mrs. Harriet Winn, in whose build- 
ing the lunches have been prepared. All the teachers who 
have cooperated so wonderfully: Mr. Leon Foster, who was 
always ready to lend a hand to help us in making some 
changes, such as the counters and new sink in the new part 
of the Morse Street School. Mrs. Leon Foster and Mrs. 
Hilda Arsenault, who have faithfully cooked the lunches for 
these five years, and to the following women who have served 
during this period: Veronica Arnold, Beatrice Craig, Freda 
Millikin, Thelma Worden, Lillian Corliss, Arline Knight, 
Louise Brown, Lina Brown, Carmen Hatt, and Alice Alex- 
ander. 


In October 1949 when the program was started 58 pupils 
were served on the first day, with the month ending with an 
average of 65 pupils being served daily. The daily average 
climbed to 202 before the end of the year. Supplementing 
the $300.00 that the Town raised in March Town Meeting, 
the moneys paid by the children, the State subsidized us 9¢ 
for each meal served with a bottle of milk, 7¢ for a meal 
without milk and 2¢ on each bottle of milk served. This year 
641 complete meals and 1446 bottles of milk were served at 
no cost to the recipients. 


In the 1950/51 school year the program was extended to 
the Grove Street School. A new double sink was installed at 
the Morse Street School, and the old sink was then moved 
to and installed in the Grove Street School, together with a 
hot water system. Additional dishes and equipment had to be 
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purchased to serve this additional group of children. The 
daily average of pupils participating rose to 334. 2499 com- 
plete lunches and 3199 bottles of milk were served free. The 
State subsidy was again lowered to 8¢ for a complete meal, 
6¢ for a meal without milk and 1'4¢ for a bottle of milk. 


In the 1951/52 school year a new 10-burner gas stove was 
installed in the Morse School kitchen, and a potato peeler 
purchased. The program was then expanded to include the 
Junior High and High School pupils and the average daily 
number of pupils participating rose to 462. 719 complete 
meals and 1129 bottles of milk were served to needy children. 
The subsidy was dropped this year to 7¢ for a complete meal, 
5¢ for the meal without milk, and 1%4¢ for a bottle of milk. 
_ Inthe meantime milk had risen to 61/¢ per bottle. 


Up to the 1952/53 school year quantities of surplus foods 
were received to assist the program. This year the receipts 
of this food slackened. One of the principal items was pota- 
toes. We had to purchase all of our potatoes this year at very 
high prices at times, 92.00 per ton at one time and we use 
nearly a ton a month. In December of this year all food 
reached an all time high. We felt that we should not increase 
the cost of the meals as we had some surplus to use. The 
subsidy this year was again dropped to 6%¢ for a complete 
meal, 5¥2¢ for a meal without milk, and the payment on the 
bottle of milk remained the same. 3557 complete meals and 
4424 bottles of milk were served this year to the children who 
would have gone without, because of lack of ability to pay 
for them. A new refrigerator was added in the kitchen and 
a new mixer purchased this year. The large number of free 
meals served ate into our surplus this year, but we ended the 
year with a balance of $160.40 with a subsidy check of 
$833.06 due which will be shown as a receipt in the 1953/54 


school year. 


The 1953/54 year was upon us. With the Morse Street 
School incomplete, and workmen everywhere we had to post- 


——— oo 
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pone the hot lunches until the 3rd of November, although 
we started serving milk at the start of the school year. 


We had several things in the line of utensils to replace, a 
few dishes to purchase, new dish towels to buy, restock our 
paper napkin and drinking straw supply plus changing the 
sink in the new part of the Morse Street School, so our 
opening expenses are somewhat high. The subsidy was again 
lowered this year to 534¢ for a complete meal, 4%4¢ for a 
meal without milk while the subsidy on a bottle of milk re- 
mained the same at 14%4¢. To the last of January we had 
served without charge 640 complete meals and 1045 bottles 
of milk to needy pupils. No child is allowed to go without a 
meal because of his or her inability to pay for it. 


The following report on the finances is incomplete as there 
is still some moneys on the January lunches due. We are 
breaking even to date, and with the fixed purchases com- 
pleted we will end the year with a substantial balance on 
hand.

TOWN OF FREEPORT 
JANUARY 1, 1953 TO DECEMBER 31, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Freeport 
has been completed for the municipal year ended December 
31, 1953. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Town Manager, Assessors, 
Tax Collector, Treasurer and Town Clerk. 


The examination included. a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations revealed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $6,393.70. Unexpended bal- 
ances and overdrafts are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $6,743.75 
Overdrafts 350.05 
Net Unexpended Balances $6,393.70 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available 
funds and expenditures revealed that available funds in- 
creased $107,058.07, as compared with those of the preced- 
ing year. This was occasioned principally by increases in the 
tax levy, state funds for highway and educational purposes, 
note proceeds and revenue applicable to carrying balances. 


Expenditures for the same period increased by $99,905.99. 
School and highways and bridges construction costs and 
expenditures for a new fire truck, fire alarm system and re- 
valuation maps were the principal contributing factors to 
this increase. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The net unexpended balances carried forward in the de- 
partmental accounts totaled $27,203.14 (Exhibit D). The 
major balances were reflected in the Morse Street and South 
Freeport schools construction accounts. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $35,657.56, an 
increase of $5,182.37. This increase was occasioned princi- — 
pally by the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects outstanding notes of $107,600.00 for 
various purposes.

TRUST FUNDS 


From the examination of transactions affecting funds held 
in trust by the town it was ascertained that principals of 
$40,861.02 and unexpended income of $191.66 are repre- 
sented by time deposits of $14,052.68 in the Lewiston Trust 
Company and the Maine Savings Bank and investments of 
$27,000.00 in U. S. Savings Bonds and the Cumberland Sav- 
ings and Loan Association. It was noted that U. S. Savings 
Bonds totaling $8,600.00 will mature in April, 1954. 


GENERAL 
The issuance of notes totaling $63,100.00, the proceeds 
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used for an addition to the Morse Street School and a new 
boiler in the High School, was authorized by the townspeople 
at the annual and special town meetings. The voters also 
authorized the transfer of any unappropriated funds to other 
accounts, if needed. 


It is suggested that journal entries be used to record trans- 
fers between accounts rather than to clear through the 
treasurer’s cash aécount. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by methods 
and to the extent deemed necessary. Vouchers and cancelled 
checks supporting expenditures for a selected period were 
test checked with no exceptions noted. Letters of verification 
were utilized to determine the accuracy of tax, tax lien ac- 
counts and accounts receivable. Insurance and bond cover- 
ages were examined. Excise tax collections were verified by 
examination of copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
‘ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at December 31, 1953, and the result of its oper- 
ations for the year then ended.
